Western Virginia belongs to 
the Ohio Valley country and does not want to 
be tied to South Carolina, or forced into a Cot- 
ton Confederacy. But the people complain 
bitterly of the unequal and oppressive eystcm 
of taxation whereby slaves escape asses-men', 
and the whole burden falls upon real estate 
and other personal property. Western Vir- 
ginia has but few slaves while more than half 
the population of Eastern Virginia ls com- 
posed of negroes. The basis of representation 
is another source of bitter complaint. The 
Western part of the State insist on the free 
white basis, while the Eastern slave breeders 
stand out for the mixed basis, making their 
antaxe slaves overbalance the free white ma 
jority Kying West of the mountains. Here is 
an irrepressible confict in the bowels of ibe 
Old Dominion, which thréatens to divide the 
Commonwealth, and erect a new and free 
State to be called Western Virginia. Instead, 
therefore, of a Convention taking the State ont 
of the Union it may end in remodeling the 


Constitution or splitting the Commonwealth 
in twain.

/ FLAX AND HEMP, 
Another Letter from 6, A. Clemens. 
Editors Chicago Tribune: 

Should-you think it of interest te 4 portion 
of your readers, please admit the following re- 
ply to inquiries ealled out by my afticle on 
Flax, in the Tripune of Dec. 27th, and 
eome Considerations, also, for the culture and 
preparation of herp, in eoonectién with 

The fiber of flax in no form ef preparation 
can be'worked on cotton drawing machinery 
and prodace a smooth, even yarn. Shortening 
the fiber, and making what ts called flax-cot- 
ten, ha} been resorted to for this special pur- 
pose. This article obtained notoriety under 
the auspices of the Chevalier Claussen, about 
the time of the great Londdn Exhitjition. In 
the hope of finding a substitute for slave grown 
cotton, it was'tried by John Bright and other 
English cotton mill owners, and failed. The 
drawingframes of the cotton milli are only 
adapted to work short fibers, of uaffurm length 
and finenees, that is, to a fibrous minterial just 
like cotton. The dbers of faxwcotton are of 
uncquallepgth, aud each is composatl of more 
or less ultimate fibers; lence they are of une- 
‘qual degrees of Moreover, these 
shortened fax fibers are smovth compared with 
cotton, and when spun do not have the same 
mutual adhesion, which makes the ys 
as well as uneven. Fiax-drawing mathivery ts 
specially designed for working tife peculiar 
long fibers of flax, and is alone suitable for 
manufacturing the product of the improved 
method of preparation sketched in my ‘pre 
vious communication. But the equipment of 
a linen factory, designed to work fax already 
prepared in the “sliver,” the cobtinuous 
band of parallel fiber ie called, will tant less 
than that of a cotten mill of like capacity. 

To obtain the vest yield and quality of flax 
straw, net less than two bushels of seed should 
be sown to the acre. In growing flax for the 
seed alone, it is customary to sow about one- 
half bushel to the acre, and the plants standing 
thinly, grow with short stems and wide branch- 
ing heads. Seed, from crops which have been 
grown year ajter year in this way, is unit for 
the production of good flax straw, at the habit 
of a short bushy etalk and coarse quality of 
jiber is tramsmitted, As preparatory crop 
for wheat, dax has been proved to incercase the 
average, product ope-sixth more than after 
summer fullow, 

The chiel diflicully in growiag flex, execpt 
on new lind, arises from the presence af weeds. 
Whea these spring up in thick rivalry of the 
fax crop, the latter ia comparatively worthicse, 
both in ite product of seed and siraw. For 
this reason, in addition to the benefits of vege- 
rotation, which specially apply.in this 
flax ie best crown after hemp. Nothing 
exterminates weeds more cficctually than a 
broadcast hemp crop. And this plant may be 
poofitahly grown on ovr prairies, and its fiber 
| prepared in Gonnection with flax, as the new 
system referted te, with changeable parts, is 
adapted to both staples. 

Yor the production of dew-rotied hemp 
there is little encouragement, as the t¢udency 
ipply of this articl but, in 

wrordance with an act of Congress, two un 
dred and eighty dollars « ton Is the tixed price 
paid for American stecp-rotted hemp, for naval 
ase. Yet,less than cone handred toné of this 
kind of bemp are annually produced in the 
whole country, on account ef the great labor 
ankl waste of fiber in pre; ering it, by the com- 
appara’ as, which sueceeds well on dew- 
rolited hemp. grown hemp, eteep- 
rotted In vats at an artincial temperature, as 
hefore deseribed for flax, by the testis made at 
the U. ®. Navy yards, is proved to be #@tronger 
than Russian hemp. The power marhinery 
referred to, breaks and Q@eans this quality of 
hemp, witheut waste Gf fiber. This af 
fonds the basis of a very profitabie basiness, 
eliher separate from, or carried on in Connee 
thon with, the Iniproved processes of @ax pre- 
panation. By dispensing with the washing 
and drying apparates of the flex mill,—drying 
the hemp frora the steeping: vate by atmoe- 
pherie exposure, ond putting up the cleaned 
hemp for market in “hands,” in tke usugl form, 
hemp mill of capacity to turn out Balt ton 
sit fiber daily, with the labor .of twelve work- 
men, can be built, with etcam motite power 
amd fall equipment, fur five thonsand dollars.
